/provides the company with «a first-class oppor- 
tunity to demand any further favors from the 
city which may have been overlooked in the pres- 
ent deal by simply delaying such constructions 
until the demand for such increased facilities 
forces the city te meet any new demands they 
may make, 

Section 9 provides that the company may legally 
run part of its cars over only a portion of the route, 
but does not provide that they shall be marked 
any more prominently than at present, and makes 
no provision for a transfer to be issued to any 
passenger who may have boarded it by mistake 
and who wants to go beyond the point where the 
car turns back. 

Section 12 provides for a board of three super- 
visors to enforce this ordinance, one to be ap- 
pointed by and removed by the city; one to be 
appointed by and removed by the railway com- 
pany and the third to be appointed by the above 
two, hut only removable by concurrent action of 
said two. Therefore, as soon as the company was 
able to secure the appointment of one of their 
own men for such third member he would be there 
permanently and the ordinance provides that: 
“A majority of said board may exercise all the 
powers of said board.” This board would have no 
power within itself to enforce its orders, yet the 
city would be charged with $6000 a year on ac- 
eount of said board. The only apparent object 
in the formation of thig board is to enable the 
company to more safely violate its obligations to 
the city, because the ordinance provides that the 
board shall hear complaints charging the com- 
peny “with a persistent or continued disregard 
of its franchise obligations, or of any police obli- 
gation prescribed by ordinance,” and that if the 
board upon hearing shali find the complaint to 
be well founded it ghall make an order directing 
the company “to cease from such violation of iis 
franchise, contract or police ordinance, as the 
ease may be, and to remedy the conditions com- 
plained of within a period of not less than 90 
days, and if at the expiration of such period, or 


‘any extension thereof which may be granted, the 


order shall not be obeyed, the facts shall be sub- 
mitted to the proper legal. offielal of the city 
for his action.” The franchises under which the 
company mow operates provide that a violation 
of their provisions shall be ground for cancelia- 
tion of such franchise. It is hard to see where 
the city’s interests were considered in this mat- 
ter.
